Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  during  the  year  19bd°  < 

This  report  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circulars  23 lb*  2067  dated  26th  March 
19bl.i  and  260I4  dated  2bth  March  19 b.2. 

The  normal  routine  work  of  the  Department  has  been 
carried  on,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  Civil  Defence' 
Casualty  Service  has  called  for  a  large  amount  of  atten¬ 
tion  from  nyself ,  and  in  fact,  the  whole  of  the  Health 
staff. 

Turning  to  the  statistics  it  will  bo  noticed  that 
the  death  rate  is  12«8,  as  compared  with  lRaS  in  19b0* 

More  than  of  the  deaths  recorded  were  those  of  people 
over  65  years  of  age.  The  highest  death-rate  occurred  in 
Market  Ward,  and  the  lowest  in  Moor  side  Ward. 

The  birth-rate  was  13#5»  as  compared  with  lij.6  in 
the  pr  ov ious  ye ar  0 

Notification  of  infectious  disease  did  not  exhibit 
ary  special  features. 

AMBULANCE »  On  the  1st  May,  I9I4I,  the  Borough  Ambulance 
was  brought  into  commission.  This  ambulance  had  long  boon 
needed,  and  tho  establishment  of  this  service  in  the  Bor¬ 
ough  was  made  possible  by  the  public  spirited  generosity 
of  W.  Richardson  Esq.,  Managing  Director  of  Messrs.  J. 
Gerrard  &  Sons  Ltd.,  Contractors,  of  this  Borough,  who 
presented  tho  Town  with  a  splendidly  equipped  up-to-dato 
vehicle « 
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I  am  sure  that  tho  Borough  generally,  and  this  department 
in  particular,  have  folt  the  benofit  of  this  splendid  gesture 
on  Mr©  Richardson1  s  part* 

Previous  to  this  service  being  inaugurated,  the  Borough 
\ms  dependent  on  tho  Salford  City  Council  for  the  use  of  one 
of  their  ambulances*  Tho  number  of  eases  removed  annually  is 
increasing,  and  tho  time  is  not  far  distant  when  a  second  ambu¬ 
lance  will  be  requirodo 

I  toko  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  the  members  of 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  thoir  cxcollent  work 
during  the  yoar,  and  to  oxpross  my  appreciation  of  their  co¬ 
operation. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  various  Committees  for  their  confidence  and  support.

Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  my  report  on  the  Cleansing  work  in 
the  Borough  during  the  year  19^1* 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  "Controlled  Tipping", 
the  Nelson  Fold  site  being  the  one  used  -  which  is  now 
fast  becoming  filled  in.  It  will  be  necessary  in  the  very 
near  future  to  consider  further  culverting  of  Slack  Brook, 
or  moving  to  the  Rabbit  Hills  site* 

"Whilst  it  has  been  my  endeavour  to  give  the  house¬ 
holders  a  weekly  collection  of  House  Refuse, this  has  not 
always  been  possible,  due  to  the  shortage  of  suitable  lab¬ 
our  and  the  extra  duties  entailed  in  the  collection  of 
salvage.  I  have,  however,  been  able  to  give  a.  service 

averaging  between  nine  and  ten  days.  By  adopting  this 

method  it  was  not  asking  too  much  from  the  householder  to 
retain  any  salvage  he  had  for  collection  by  the  ashbin  men, 
thus  obviating  the  necessity  of  providing  a  separate  col¬ 
lection  for  salvage  vdth  all  its  attendant  .labour  and 
transport  oosts*  The  containers  are  fitted  with  a  special 
basket,  and  in  addition,  a  large  supply  of  bags  are  always 
carried  by  each  gang.  Table  XXIII  gives  details  of  the 

salvage  collected* 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  all  the  men ^  of  the  out¬ 
door  staff  engaged  on  cleansing  work,  for  their  assistance 

during  the  year.
